^TOPEKA, Kan. (AP) _ Sen. 
Barry Goldwater charged today 
that President Johnson is neg- 
lecting his duties for "full-time 
politicking" that "turns Sunday 
into campaign chaos."

The Republican presidential 


nominee referred to a campaign 
trip Sunday by Johnson that 
included a visit to a church in 
Phoenix, 
Ariz., 
Goldwater's 


hometown. 


Goldwater said the President 


had "visited c h u r c h after 
church and city after city in a 
political travesty of the Lord's 
day." 


After a quick flight here from 


i Phoenix to open a new week of 


campaigning, the Arizona sena- 
tor renewed his demands that 
Johnson agreed to a televised 
debate. 


"If the man who now occupies 


the White House wants to be 
more of a full-time 
President 


between now and election day, 
there is a way," Goldwater 
said. 


The way, he said, is a nation- 


ally televised debate that "could 
be taped, so as to avoid the 
possibility of Mr. Johnson mak- 
ing a mistake that might jeop- 
ardize national security." 


Goldwater added, "It could 


be done at a time and place of 
his choosing, so as to permit 
him to spend more time at his 
desk." 


Topeka was the first stop in a 


new week of campaigning, fol- 
lowed by a visit to Des Moines 
and a night rally in Milwaukee. 


The senator, in a televised 


interview Monday night, said he 
felt the "Bobby Baker case" 
was hurting the President more 
than anything else and that the 
Republican ticket was beginning 
.to draw more_support from the 
voters.

Venezuela 
Rebels Free

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) - 


Communist terrorists released 
U.S. Air Force Lt. Col. Michael 
Smolen unharmed Monday night 
after two of the five-man gang 
that abducted him Friday were 
arrested. 


Smolen, blindfolded, was put 


out of a car about 11 p.m. on a 
street corner in eastern Cara- 
cas. A passing police car spot- 
ted him almost 
immediately 


and took him to a police station. 
He arrived at the embassy early 
today, said he felt fine and re- 
ported he had been treated well.

Barrios said the two terrorists 
seized in a downtown Caracas 
apartment early Monday were 
Spanish-born members of the 
Red underground called the 
Armed Forces of National Lib-

U.S. Charge 
D'Affaires John Hill said Smo- 
len s captivity apparently was 
shorter because the police were 
closing in. 


Smolen talked with newsmen 


after a reunion at the embassy 
with his wife, Marian, of Rock- 
ford, 111. He was kidnaped on 
the way to work after having 
breakfast with his wife and 
their four children. 


He appeared well but tired. 


He wore his Air Force uniform, 
but without a coat or tie. 


Smolen said his kidnapers 


took him to one place "and 
there I stayed." He said his 
abductors seemed to be "a team 
of three." At least two men 
were with him at all times, he 
said.

Speaks Out 
Against 
Amendment 


.The Rev. Walter Yelldell, pre- 
sident of Arkansas Baptist Con- 
vention and pastor of Second 
Baptist church of Hot Springs 
spoke out forcibly against pro- 
posed state amendment 55 here 
last night. 


Appearing before a First Bap- 


tist Brotherhood rally which was 
also attended by pastors and 
laymen from other churches of 
Hope, he charged that tremend- 
ous 
pressures 
were 
being 


brought against Hot Springs bus- 
iness firms who fail "to fall in 
line" for casino gambling. 


Proposed amendment 55 would 


legalize gambling in Garland 
county and will be voted on No- 
vember 3. The Rev. Yelldell 
said organized gambling inter- 
ests would spend at least a quar- 
ter million dollars in the cam- 
paign, and that $100,000 in TV 
time had already been pur- 
chased. 


He charged 
that proposed 


amendment 55, once approved, 
would give the gambling inter- 
ests the right to bring suit for 
collection of gambling debts 
and would make the Arkansas 
courts a collection agency for 
them. 


He charged legalized gamb- 


ling and its by-product of crime 
and corruption go hand in hand 
and pointed to the state of Ne- 
vada—the only state of 50 which 
permits legal casino gambling 
—has the highest crime rate per 
capita in the United States. He

U.S. Trailing 
Russia 2 Years 
in Space Race

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


U.S. 
space agency — never 


really ahead in the race to the 
moon — has new clues to just 
how far behind it is. It may trail 
the Russians by some two 
years. 


The Soviets pointed this out 


Monday by launching a big new 
satellite called Sunrise with a 
big new space rocket—and com- 
plicated things by not saying 
how big cither of them .were. 


They did say, however, that 


bunnse carried three men ~ a 
pilot, a doctor and a scientist — 
in 
a 
shirtsleeve environment, 


unencumbered by bulky space 
suits. 


K will be some two years 


before the U.S. space program 
duplicates the feat — but the 
U.S. effort is not designed along 
parallel lines with , the oviet 
schedule.

Still others are Washington 


state's two women representa- 
tives, Catherine May, a Repub- 
lican first elected in 1958, and 


Julia Hansen, a Democrat who 
has served since 1960. 


A woman candidate for 
the 


U.S. Senate this year is Gene- 
vieve Blalt, 50-year-old Penn- 
sylvania state secretary of in* 
ternal affairs and the first worn* 
an ever to hold state office in 
Pennsylvania. She was elected 
to the state office in 1954 and 
has been re-elected twice. 


Miss Blatt, 
a Democrat, is 


running against Republican Sen. 
Hugh Scott. The race is expect- 
ed to be close. 


Another senatorial candidate 


is Mrs. Elly Peterson, a Repub- 
lican and the first woman nomi- 
nated by a major party for the 
post in Michigan. Her opponent 
is Democratic Sen. Philip Hart. 


In Illinois, the fight for the 


15th District congressional seat 
pits a woman against another 
woman. Republican Rep. Char- 
lotte Reid, a 51-year-old widow 
who won the scat in 1962, is be- 
ing opposed by Mrs. Poppy X 
Mitchell, 46, a housewife mak- 
ing her first try for political of- 
fice. 


In Kentucky, the only woman 


running for a major office is 
Mrs. Frances Mills, 43-year-old 
Democratic nominee for Con- 
gress in the 5th District. 


If elected she would be the 


first woman ever to represent 
the Democratic party as a Ken- 
tucky congresswoman. She also 
would be the second woman in 
Kentucky history to represent 
the state in Congress.

The first Negro to serve in 


the Iowa legislature may be a 
woman, Mrs. Willie Stevenson 
Glanlon, a Des Moines attorney 
and wife of Municipal Judge 
Luther Glanlon. She was the 
first woman prosecutor in Des 
Moines municipal courts. 


The

of secretary of 


stale in New Mexico has been a 
woman's world since 1922 and 
it's going to stay that way at 
least for two more years. The 
current officeholder, Mrs. Al- 
berta Miller, a Democrat, has 
for her opponent Miss B, Ly 
man, a Republican.
